UN THIRD BALLOT 
BY CAROLINA JURY 


Wealthy Manufacturer 


Must Face Sanity Hear- 


ing as Result of Insanity 
‘Plea During Trial. 


DEFENDANT IS SENT 
BACK TO JAIL CELL 


Verdict Ends Spectacular 
Trial Which Aroused 
Entire South—Victim of 
Slaying Was Veteran. 


Richmond County Courthouse, N. 
C., October 11.—(By the Associated 
Press.) —W. B. Cole, wealthy cotton 
manufacturer, was found not guilty 
today for the killing last August 15 
of W. W. Ormond, one-time sweet- 
heart of his 24-year-old daughter, Eliz- 
abeth. ’ 

The jury returned its verdict at 
9:56 o’clock, 211-2 hours after Judge 
T. B. Finley had read his charge. Few- 
er than 40 persons were in the court 
room when the verdict was returned. 
Contrary to expectation, no signal was 
given and Cole, his son, Robert, and 
members of the prosecution and de- 
fense, with newspapermen, were 
present. 

Now Faces Sanity Test. 

Under a state law, a defendant 
acquitted of 2 capital crime, with in- 


sanity as a defense, must show cause 
why he should not be committed to 


the state hospital for the insane. 

Pending a sanity hearing next Tues- 
day at Wilkesboro before Judge T. B. 
Finley, the trial judge, Cole will be 
held in jail. 

James A. Pou, chief of defense coun- 
sel, said tonight that he anticipated 
no difficulty in obtaining Cole’s free- 
dom. Quotations from arguments to 
the jury by prosecution attorneys, in 


which they deelared Cole sane, will | 


be presented to the court. Cole tes- 
tified in the trial that he is in his 
“right mind.” 

Ormond Family Not Present. 

The family of the dead man was 
not represented when the jury filed 
in. The Rev. A. L. Ormond, his 
son, Allison, and two daughters, Myra 
and Ophelia, left the court room late 
Saturday and did not return. 

C. O. Howard, the twelfth man to 
join the jury that today returned to 
Cole the managership of Hannah Pick- 
ett mill, was selected after he told 
the court he had formed an opinion 
that Cole was guilty of some crime. 

Three Votes Taken. 

The jury took three votes, ©. E. 
Rushing, their spokesman, told The 
Associated Press. 

On the first poll, taken soon after 
the deliberations began, eight stood 
for acquittal and four for conviction. 
Howard-was one of the eight. 

Late Saturday night another poll 
was taken, and nine were for acquit- 
tal and three for conviction. Since 
the first poll, the jury had asked for 
additional instructions, and after 
hearing them, the jurors retired for 
the night. 

“We prayed four times,” T. ©. Ed- 
wards said, “and each time one of 
the four who stood for conviction 
changed. For several hours the count 
was 11 for acquittal and one for 
conviction. The one man went off 
to himself and had a hard time. He 
cried. We left him to himself. Fi- 
nally, two of us went to talk with 
him. We talked about his farm and 
the crops and finally he smiled. 

“After a while, we prayed and went 
to bed. When v- went to breakfast.

The remainder of the party, which 
numbered 25, had been rescued late 
today. Fishermen were searching for 
additional bodies tonight. 

The majority of those in the party 
were tourists from Kansas and other 
western states, here as guests of the 
Melbourne Farms company, who 
brought them to Melbourne to look 
over the company’s propertiés. 

A rough sea hindered rescue work 
and some of those saved were severe- 
ly cut and bruised when tossed against 
the rock jetties.

Mrs. Cole and Daughters at Home. 

Mrs. Cole and her two daughters, 
Elizabeth and Catherine, were at 
home. The three had left the court- 
room soon after the ease went to the 
jury room, and Mrs, Cole was report- 
ed to be in a severely nervous con- 
dition, 

The town of Rockingham learned 
the news within a halt hour of the 
jury’s pronouncement. The telephone 
exchange was overwhelmed with calls, 
and the local newspaper had an ex- 
tra edition on the streets 15 minutes 
after Cole had reentered the jail. 

The Rey. Mr. Ormond and Mr. 
left here today for Raleigh. - They 
sat apart. 

Ormond was shot and killed by Cole 
as he sat in his automobile on the 
main street of Rockingham, August 
15. Stealthily approaching from _ be- 
hind, according te, witnesses, Cole 
fired three shots at Ormond who died 
almost instantly. The defendant's 
plea of self-defense was not borne 
out in the testimony, although some 

«.ense witnesses said they found a 
reyolvér in a side pocket of Ormond’s 
automobile. 

The killing produced a sensation in 
North Carolina owing to Cole’s ex- 
tensive business interests. So far flung 
were his connections, especially in 
Rockingham, that a special jury had 
to be impaneled from outside this 
county. 

At the trial, which started Sep- 
tember 28, it was brought out that 
Cole objected to Ormond’s physical 
condition, he having been gassed in 
the war, and also his poverty, and 
forbade him to see his daughter again. 

M:i-s Cole took the stand and de- 
nied this. saying she broke off with 
Ormond last October “because he 
would never work” an” said her fa- 
ther had nothing to do with it. 

Ormond, according to defense wit- 
nesses, continued to hound the girl 
until it came to a stage where Or- 
mond and Cole exchanged threatening 
letters. ‘This was after Ormond wrote 
Cole, claiming more than friendly re- 
lations had existed between him and 
the girl. 

This letter so blinded Cole, that he 
became temporarily insane, the de- 
fense alleged. Miss Cole herself de- 
nied the stories on the witness stand.

The body. lifted from the cock- 
pit, was brought to Bellefonte and 
taken to an undertaking establishment. 

That Ames met instant death was 
the belief of the air mail officials, 
His face was bady bruised, but the 
body contained few other marks. 


Crashed Into Trees. 


The point where Ames crashed is 
densely wdoded. It was evident that 
the pilot, flying low, crashed into 
the four trees, the plane coming 
to a stop against the trunk of a fifth. 

Ames was on his course and was 
near the [Hleela Light, beacon for air- 
men when he met his fate. Over the 
point where his body rested in the de- 
bris, other airmen have passed each 
day. flying east and west with their 
eargoes of mail for New York and 
Chicago. 

The mail in Ames’ plane was intact, 


and shortly after it was removed from 
the wreckage, it was on its way west 
in another plane. 

lor several days the search for 
Ames had centered in the Clarion 
region west of Bellefonte where thou- 
sands of volunteers, Pennsylvania na- 
tional guardsmen and aviators combed 
a wide area in the belief that the pilot 
fell in that district. Little hope was 
held that he would be found east of 
Bellefonte, but at dawn today, with 
a bright sunshine bathing the hills 
a number of searching parties set out 
for Nittany. 

Find Wrecked Plane. 

One party of 60 started up the west 
slope of the mountain. Fighting their 
way through the heavy underbrush 
and dense woods, the searchers pushed 
their way toward the crest. Near 
the top, buried under the trees, they 
found the wrecked plane. The search- 
ers rushed forward. A moment later 
silence replaced the shouts of mem- 
bers of the party, for there, in the 
cockpit, could be seen the lifeless form 
of Ames. 

It was on the night of October 1 
that Ames disappeared. Flying with 
the night mail from New York to Chi- 
cago, he passed over all the regular 
beacons and fields east of Bellefonte. 


Then he was lost. At dawn on the 
» 


morning of October 2 the _ search 
started. Airmen combed the regular 


flying route east and west with this 
point as a center. Thousands of resi- 
dents of the region gave up their daily 
pursuits to %#in in the hunt, and 
finally 350 national guardsmen were 
mobilized and sent out to sweep the 
Clarion district. Rewards were of- 
fered for information of the missing 
pilot. 

For several days there was hope 
that Ames would be found alive, but 
as the searchers came in at dark each, 
day without word of the pilot, this 
hope dwindled. 

Run Down Rumors. 

One of the hardest tasks of the long 
vigil by air mail officials was the 
running down of rumors and reports 
that Ames had been located or that 
his plane had been heard over a cer- 
tain point early on the morning of 
October 2. One report, coming from 
Clearfield, was that the pilot had 
fallen among air bandits and had been 
shot down in a remote region, the 
robbers secking his cargo of mail. 

The party responsible for the find- 
ing of Ames was organized.by Charles 
Workman, storekeeper, and L. H. Me- 
Mullin, retired lumberman, both of 
Hecla. They had been out since be- 
fore 9 o'clock in the morning, comb- 
ing the entire side and top of Nit- 
tany mountain. 

Ames was 32 years old. He was a 
world war veteran and had been in 
the air mail service several years. He 
was regarded as one of the most ex- 
perienced pilots in the service. 

A reward of 81,000 had been of- 
fered for the finding of Ames, alive 
or dead.

ARRESTED MENTAL DEVELOP- 
MENT. 

Over a million of the flower of the 
nation drafted for military service in 
the world war were feeble minded. 
Probably there are 20,000,000 morons 
in this country today. Morons make 
excellent soldiers; in fact a feeble 
minded population makes a warlike 
nation. Morons make good servants. 
Morons make good industrial workers 
—what did the playwright call them, 
robots or something like that? A 
moron is a high grade fool, a person 
whose mental capacity fails to develop 
beyond that of the normal child from 
S to 12 years of age. Our moron popu- 
lation might be considered a_ section 


the middle ages transferred to the 


twentieth century. idmots are the low- 
est grade fools-—-their mental age is 
net over 2 years. Imbeciles are mid- 
dle grade fools—their mental age does 
not exceed S years. 

There are various causes of arrested 
mental development, war itself being 
the chief cause, since war destroys 
or cripples so many of our best men 
and leaves the defectives to propagate. 

Alcoholism probably comes second 
in the list of causes of feeble minded- 
ness.

New York, October 11.—There are 
really two Chinatowns in New York, 
both located in exactly the same neigh- 
borhood.

The tom-tom is beaten for 
the delectation of the visitor and the 
charge is half a dollar. Then there 
is the other Chinatown, to the white 
man a forbidden city. It consists in 
the palatial club houses on the On- 
Leong tong and the Hip-Sing tong. 

From midnight: onward there is a 
constant procession of figures march- 
ing in single file through the spacious 
vestibule. They whisper their names 
to a fellow guard in the door and dis- 
appear inside. The rhythmic beat of 
Chinese drums and the wailing of na- 
tive instruments go on far into the 
night, but in the morning the places 
have the appearance of ordinary up- 
to-date business houses. with work-

No child or adult 
should be stigmatized as_ syphilitie 
without a medical opinion. 

Epilepsy in early childhood is some- 
times responsible for arrested mental 
development, although epilepsy gener- 


ally does not show destruction of brain’ 


cells, 

Injury to the head. for instance a 
severe enough to cause hemor- 
rhage into the brain membranes or into 


mental development. 

Meningitis often 
structure enough to cause arrest of 
development. Tuberculosis 
(tubercular meningitis) in infants is 
sometimes followed by arrested deve]- 
opment. Uncephalitis lethargica 
(“sleeping sickness,” as it is improp- 
erly dubbed) seems to spare the men- 
tal integrity if the patient survives. 

Tumor of the brain or cerebral hem- 
orrhage in a child sometimes produces 
feeble mindedness. 

These are the causes of arrested 
mental development, and not of de- 
fects existing at birth, congenital de- 


damages brain 


fects such as cretinism, hydrocephalus,

NO. 9—FUNDAMENTALS OF 
DEFENSE. 

It is difficult to beat a team of 
good tackiers. They may be strong 
or weak in other departments of the 
game, but if they can tackle well, their 
success is fairly certain. Tackling is 

the chief means of defense. 
There is a vast difference in tack- 
ling. Some players merely hug or 


They call that tackling. 
It is not. A good tackler hurls his 
weight into an opponent with the 


‘thought of throwing or driving him 
back and not merely holding him. 
Good tackling demands perfect timing 
‘and accurate judgment of distance. 
Not all players can learn to tackle 
well. You find some players who try 
to protect their faces by turning away 
and feeling for opponents, hoping that 
runners will not elude them. A good 
tackler eyes the spot on the thigh 
he wishes to strike with his shoulder 
and enjoys the anticipation of the 
contact. This spot is about four 
inches above the knee. He wants to 
drive into his opponent as hard and 
as soon as possible. He does not squat 
and wait for the runner to come to 
him, but he himself takes the initia- 


grab him, 


judgment of distance and his ability 
to dodge. 

In a correct tackle the tackler’s 
shoulder meets the runner’s thigh, his 
head to one side, his arms lower than 
the shoulders, and encircles § and 
‘pinches together the runner's knees. 
‘This, followed up by a strong leg drive, 
‘will have a tendency to carry the run- 
iner off his feet. If he intends to 
ackle with the right shoulder, he 
‘should drive forward with his right 
‘leg. He must keep his head to one 
side to avoid injury. The tackler must 
carry his weight low, look directly 
‘at the spot he wishes to hit, time his 
drive, tackle hard enough to break 
through a stiff arm and hurl the run 
ner backwards. 

Keep Digging. 

The tackler should not forget his 
legs when he meets the runner: 
Instead of letting them drag along 
limply, he should keep on digging. 
His legs, as well as his body. should 
always be under full control. He 
should be able to follow up the ad- 
vantage -by digging with short, pow- 
erful steps.

The tackle from the side is not so 
difficult as the head-on tackle. If the 
runner is going fast, the tackler had 
better reach him in any way possible. 
probably with a final leap, powerful 
enough to break up or slide under the 
straight arm. If the runner should 
suddenly change his speed, the tackler 
may be forced to thrust his head 
across and im front of the runners 
hedy. If the tackler intends to leap 
from the side and across the path of 
the runner, he should be sure to ex- 
aggerate the distance so he gets his 
head: clear of the runner and his 
body across the runner's thighs. As 
‘he makes the dive, he should so turn 


that he can catch the runner on his 
own chest and roll to the ground on 
his back. If the tackler’s head is 


caught on the runner's thighs. he may 
be injured by the roll-over following 
the impact. ; . 

To tackle a runner from behind is 
so easy from the mechanical stand- 
point that it simmers down to a mere 
question of speed and courage. 

Many tacklers never develop be- 
cause as small boys they did not wres- 
tle and cuff about with other boys 
and the result is that they never de- 
veloped the muscular sense that en- 
ables good tacklers to feel out the dif- 
ferent movements or sense the 5s 
of a runner.

As we study back into the lives of 
the people of ancient Egypt, we find 
that they began at an early date to 
wonder about the world in which they 
lived.

The sun-god was ‘named “Ra,” and 
two of his children caused the earth 
and heaven to be separated. <A son of 
Ra became the earth-god, and was 
known as Keb. ‘The heaven came to 
be ruled by a goddess called Nut. 

A legend believed by some of the 
Egyptians stated that Ra became the

were those on earth who did not live 
justly. They gave trouble to their god- 
king and even plotted to drive him 
from the throne. To punish mankind, 
Ra sent a goddess to destroy those who 
lived. The goddess slew many, but 
the god grew sorry that he had told 
her to kill, and caller her from the 
task.

them, try both methods. 

Exercise alone can cure’ round 
shoulders. Practice standing with the 
chest high and the head up, this brings 
the spine into proper position. If you 
aren't sure that you are doing it cor- 
rectly, stand against a wall, with as 
much of your back touching it as pos- 
sible, .and with the shoulder blades 
pressed against it, that will help you 
a lot. 

The exercises are simple. Stand cor- 
rectly, put the hands in front, shoulder 
high, breathe slowly and deeply, ex- 
tending arms outward and back, keep- 
ing them always shoulder high. Re- 
peat, drawing the arms back and 
bringing the hands to the shoulders.

The Day in Finance 


Improvement in Trade Seen 
As Outstanding Development 
From Wall Street Viewpoint 
During Past Week. 


New York, October 11.—Last week's 
outstanding development from Wah 
street’s viewpoint was the news com- 
ing from different directions of im- 
provement in trade. Encouraging re- 
ports came from the building indus- 
try, from the textile trade, mail or- 
der houses, railroad earnings and 
freight car loadings, steel and iron, 
bank clearings, and from other sources. 
The net of these various reports is 
that business is now good with the out- 
look promising for further improve- 
ment. 

Despite this favorable news on the 
general business situation and outlook, 
it would be difficult to recall a time 
when so many people in Wall street 
whose opinions are highly valued, were 
so mixed on the stock market. One 
prominent stock exchange house after 
another has recently sent out repeat- 
ed warnings to its customers to get 
out of the stock market, unless pre- 
pared to carry stocks through a sharp 
decline. Similar warnings have re- 
peatedly been sent out by prominent 
individuals and institutions. Yet, the 
predicted break in the stock market 
has not materialized. 

Okl-timers in Wall street are admit- 


ting that the general business situa- 
tion and outlook is good. But they 
are adding that the advance that has 
occurred in the stock market has al- 
ready far over discounted the outlook 
for trade. Prices of stocks on the 
average, it is declared, are entirely too 
high and a sharp break is long over- 
due. But the predicted break has nnt 
as yet come.
